Fat Salvage Program 

Has Medical Importance 

Lake county's 33,637 families can 
fill an entire day's medicinal needs 
of 12,614 battlefront casualties if each 
home will save one tablespoon of 
waste kitchen fat, It was estimated to-, 
day by the nation's largest single col- 
lector of this vital war material. 

"There are few direct -ways a wife, 
mother- or daughter can help safe-' 
guard the life of a loved one at the 
fighting front, and salvaging used fats 
is one of them," said T, A. Connors, 
head of the Great Atlantic and Paci- 
fic Tea company's -national meat de- 
partment. "The' value of the 9,128,000 
pounds salvaged by our customers 
throughout ' the nation last year is 
evident in the fact that a single pound 
of fat will process about 260 quarts of 
life-giving blood plasma." 

The increased tempo of the war has 
int<^nsified the need for drugs, oint- 
ment and acids to ease pain and les- 
sen mortality among our soldiers as 
vyell as for synthetic rubber, protec- 
tive coatings and other vital war ma- 
terials in which waste fats figure, 
Connors pointed out. Further, he 
said, the OPA has continued its offer 
of red ration points for each pound 
of grease turned in at stores. 

"The importance of used fats in the 
manufacture of the implements of 
war and of thousands of products for 
the home front is widely recognized," 
he said. J'But little is known of the 
miracles being worked by military 
medicine with the aid of converted 
fats. Lake County women, in making 
their contributions to this .salvage 
urive, may take added satisfaction 
from the knowledge that even a table- 
spoon, or half ounce, of used fat will 
help make enough smallpox vaccine 
for 75 injections." 

Other vital medication for which 
household fats are required includes 
tannic acid used in treatment of 
bwnis, some .insulins for shock vie 
Jims, tinctures' of opium and gentian 
JO ease pain, sulfadiazine ointments 
for treating- abrasions and fungus 
growths,' iind nitro-glycerine tablets as 
B heart stimulant.

An opportunity for young, men 17 
veaK old to qualify for college tram- 
L at tlie expense of the army was 
announced today by army officials. 

The college training, given unde>r 
the Army Specialized Training Re- 
serve program, will be open to eligi- 
ble young men who successfully com- 
plete a special examination to be 
given at high schools and colleges on 
April 12, according to Lt. Col. Ridg- 
way P. Smith, commanding officer of 
District 3 (Illinois and northern Indi- 
ana) of the Sixth Service cmmand. 

School officials already have re- 
ceived information about examina- 
tion, Col. Smith said. The test will be 
open to young men who are high 
school graduates and those who have 
completed successfully one term of 
college work. In order to qualify they 
must have been bom after Sept. 30, 
1927, and before Sept. 1, 1928. 

Other requirements are that each 
young man must be physically fit 
and able to pass a thorough physical 
examination; he must be a citizen of 
tlie United States; he must have 
written consent from a parent or 
guardian approving his request for 
enlistment in the Enlisted Reserve 
corps and for assignment with the 
ASTRP. Written evidence of high 
school graduation or a term of col- 
lege work is required. 

Men who successfully complete the 
examination Apr. 12 will be sworn in- 
to the Enlisted Reserve corps within 
the next few months and will be as- 
signed to a college for the term be- 
ginning July, August or September. 
If possible they will be sent to a 
college or university near their 
homes, usually within the Sixth Ser- 
vice command (Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan and northern Indiana.) 

Students enlisted for this program 
will not be called to active duty un- 
til after the end of the term in which 
they become 18 years old, Col. Smith 
said. In the meantime, he explained, 
depending on their age, they will be 
able to take two, three or four twelve- 
week terms of college work at the 
expense of the army. 

The army furnishes transportation 
to the college or university; housing, 
messing, tuition, books, medical care 
and complete uniforms while the 
student is attending college. It is es- 
timated that the education received 
under tiiis program saves parents an 
average of $1,000.

Experienced in Making 
I His First Jump. 



i CHICAGO.— In a letter written to 
>T>t, and Mrs. Charles S. Phalen of 
Sparta, Wis., their son, Lieut. 
Charlea Phalen, gives a realistic re- 
cital of the thoughts and apprehen- 
'aiona in the mind of a paratrooper 
as the moment nears for his flrsi 
,ltap. The letter foUows: 

"I'm now a paratrooper — com- 
pleta with boots, wings, and insig. 
nla. And a large hunk of humble- 
ness, for I'm with the greatest guys 
'in th« world— the 101st air borne 
division. 

'Parachute jumping is the big- 
gest thrill you could imagine. On 
the ground you str^p on your main 
chute, emergency chute, and equip- 
ment. You then line up in 'sticks,' 
which aro units of men who jump 
together,.! am the first man or No. 1 
in niy stick. 

"Walking to the plane la difflcult 
because of the tightness and weight 
of your paraphernalia. The stick en- 
jters In inverse order so that you 
find yourself in the seat next to the 
door. 

Fays to Be Smart. 

"With a roar and ' a few bumps 
you are in the air. You' glance out 
'the door and everything is spread 
out far below you. The noise pre- 
cludes casual conversation. 

"You have been' smart and put 
your cigarets on top of your re- 
serve, so you pass the pack down 
the line. Everyone lights up and 
smokes automatically and with no 
discernible enjoyment, puffing very 
fast. 

"Then the red light by the door 
flicks on and the butterflies start 
fluttering down deep in your stom- 
ach. Two minutes to go I 

"You shout 'Stand upT and they 
all rise. 'Hook up I' and everyone 
hooks his static line over the an- 
chor wire which runs along the ceil- 
ing of the plane. (The static line 
pulls the chute open and then snaps 
—remaining attached to the plane.) 

" 'Check your equipment! * — and 
despite the fact you've gone over it 
a dozen times you check it again. 

" 'Sound of? for equipment check!' 
They start 'No. 18 O. K.' 'No. "17 
0. K.' and so on down the line. 

" 'Everybody O.K.?' . 

" '0. K.I' they roar back, for the 
louder you yell, the less the little 
butterflies are noticed. 

•' 'Clpse up and stand In the door I* 
—and there you are! No. 1 man. 
Your hands are on the sides of the 
door, your face is in the slipstream, 
your feet are braced, the roar Is 
overwhelnnlng, and there's only 
space beneath you. 

Waiting for the Signal. 

"The seconds slip by. The butter- 
flies are back in full force, but you 
are too tensed up, waiting for the 
signal, to pay much attention to 
them. / 

"The green light flashes and 
you're gonci A terrific rush of wind, 
the world revolves once, a terrific 
jerk- and suddenly everything is 
deathly quiet. 

"You shove your helmet back' 
from over your eyes and look up to 
see the most beautiful sight you'll 
«ver see. Your canopy is open. 

"Next you check the ground to 
catch the direction of drift, and do 
a body turn so that you face in the 
same direction. At first you seem 
to be floating lazily but soon that 
ground begins to rush up mighty fast. 

"Fifty feet. Twenty-five feet. 
Knees flexed, feet clamped together. 
And then you hit, tumble, and you're 
down! You've been jarred up hard- 
er on a footbaU field. 

"That's all -there is to jumping. 
The whole thing boils down to 
whether you can step up to that 
door and go out."

Prefabricated Hospital 

SAN FtlANCISCO, CALIF. — A 
pre-fabricated hospital, capable of 
handling rriore than 2,000 patients 
at one time, is now facilitating the 
handling of all wounded naval per- 
sonnel from the Pacific, the 12tb na- 
val district disclosed recently. 

Originally designed for an unspe- 
cified Pacific area, the hospital, com- 
prising more than three miles of 
buildings, was set up in McLaren 
park when special requirements 
caused a change in plans. 

Hundreds of carloads of prefabri- 
cated material were shipped in, then 
put together by local contractors, 
ihe T-shaped hospital units have a 
steel framework firmly embedded In 
concrete foundations. 

Main purpose of the hospital, ac- 
cording to Navy Capt. Gerald W. 
=>milh, is to give wounded men im- 
jncdlato treatment upon arrival, 
inen funnel them out within a few 
oays to the navy hospital nearest 
jneir homes or to specialized institu- 
tions.
